Conditional contracts total- 


ing $835,687 for construction 
of the new North Central 
school were awarded to three 
Dixon firms last night by the 
board of education of School 
District 170. 


The firms which submitted 


low bids were the Lindquist 
Construction Company, Ca- 
hill. Electric; shop and Klein 
Ind Heclmm Inc.

The Lindquist'; company 
and 


Klein and Heckman were previ- 
ously awarded contracts1 for con- 
struction work on the 
'.' Loveland 


school. 


At last night's meeting of the 


school board the Lindquist firm 
bid a total of $552,850 for the gen- 
eral construction work, Cahill bid 
$80,310 for electrical work, and 
Klein and Heckman bid $202,809 
for mechanical and heating work. 


Lower Than Loveland 


According to Superintendent A. 


H. Lancaster, the bids provide for 
a cost of 81 cents a cubic foot for 
the North Central building. This is 
an eight cent a cubic foot saving 
over the 89 cents a cubic foot cost 
of the Loveland school building. 


A total of seven bids was re- 


ceived for the construction work, 
five for, the electrical work and 
four for mechanical work. 


Lindquist's base bid was $530,- 


500. No change was bid on the 
first alternate accepted by the 
board. This provides for substitu- 
ting a gypsum roof on the building 
for a pre-cast concrete roof- 


Alternate Bids 


A sum of $1,750 was added for 


installing linoleum 
wainscoating 


in the corridors in place of hand 
palinted blocks. Another alternate 
calls for an addition of $4,450 for 
replacing painted block wainscoat- 
ing in the gymnasium with a seven 
foot three inch wall of glazed 
brick. The final alternate caiis for 
book cases and working counters 
in each room at a cost of $16,150. 


Cahill Electric entered a base 


bid of $46,960. To this was added 
$29,900 for installing fluorescent

would be hard for it to handle the 
added responsibility of checking 
up on sewer ordinance violators. 


But Vaile reminded him that 


his (Vaile's) department has no 
power to enforce the law. 


Police Should Check 


Mayor Siothower said that he 


agreed with Vaile. "The policemen 
on their rounds should investigate 
when they see someone digging 
a hole in the street. Then they 
should check with the city clerk 
to find out whether or not the 
person has a permit." 


Ballard then promised that the 


police department would aid the

tors. 


The sewer ordinance provides 


that a person should get a per-

12 Men Trapped When Blast 
Rocks West Virginia Mine 


KAYFORD. W. Va.—(AP)—An explosion trapped 12 men deep 


in a coal mine today. 


Ten hours later three bodies had been recovered and the other 


men were given little chance of being alive. 


No official casualty list was compiled but members of the grim 


crowd around the mine entrance said a father and his son were among 
the missing. 


W. R. Cuthbert. chief engineer for the Truax-Traer Coal company, 


said they had only a "very long chance." They were three-quarters 
of a mile back in the mountain. 


Forty 
rescue workers 
toiled 


slowly through the mine tunnel, 
littered with rock and debris. The 
air was foul and the wore oxygen 
equipment. 


800 Feet Away 


When they still were 800 feet 


from the main explosion area, 
Cuthbert said he could not guess 
how 
quickly 
they 
could 
dig 


through: 


The explosion ripped through 


the Truax-Traer mine. United No. 
1, and 2 a.m. The entry is half 
way up a rugged hillside about 35 
miles southeast of Charleston. 
The tunnel goes straight back 


into the mountain, with 
little 


slope. 


The men inside were members 


of a maintenance crew, getting 
the rescue teams. His department 
rushed all available inspectors to 
the scene. 


H. B. Glasscock, a bookkeeper 


at Traux-Traer headquarters here, 
said 16 men were in the mine at 
the time of the explosion but 
"four walked out." 


He reported the other 12 "un- 


accounted for." The men who 
walked out "apparently were not 
in the vicinity of the blast."

Nation's Traffic Deaths Will 
Reach Million in December 


DIXON 


CHICAGO — (AP) — Traffic 


deaths on the nation's highways 
are mounting as expected, toward 
the one million mark, the National 
Safety Council said today. 


The council announced the total 


number of deaths for the first nine 
months 
of this 
year—26,630— 


which pushed the grand total since 
the advent of the automobile "well 
pa5t 990.000." 


That leaves less than 10,000 to 


go before the millionth 
traffic 


death is recorded. The council said 
its earlier estimate that the mil- 
lionth fatality would occur during 
the third week of December was 
unchanged by the latest fig-ores. 


3,650 in September 


September alone accounted for 


3,650 persons killed in traffic acci- 
dents. A factor in this total—the 
highest for any month since Sep- 
tember, 1941—was the highest 
Labor Day traffic death toll on 
record. 


The nine-month total of 26,630 


was eight per cent higher than for 
the same period in 1950. 


"The 
millionth death is ap- 


proaching right on schedule," Ned 
H. Dearborn, safety council presi- 
dent, said, "despite the most in- 
tensive educational campaign by 
the National Safety Council and 
others ever conducted.

A force sergeant told today how a 


B-29 shot down five Russian-made 
MIG-15 jet fighters in a single 
flight over North Korea Oct. 27. 


Sgt. Merle Allen Goff, 20, Rt. 


2, Monmouth, 111., came to Tokyo 
from Okinawa for a few days of 
relaxation on special orders from 
Far East air forces headquarters. 
He was credited with downing two 
MIGs and damaging- another with 
his .50 caliber machineguns in the 


^Superfort's tail on its 27th mis- 
'sion. 


Goff said his plane has de- 


stroyed six MIGs and damaged 
three since its first combat flight 
May 20. 


He's High 


Goff previously downed on MIG 


and damaged two. His total score 
of three and three makes him 
high among B-29 gunners. 


"We started out last Saturday 


&like any other mission," he re- 
"•lated. 


"We were after a bypass bridge 


at Sinanju that we had knocked 
out before. Half way through our 
bomb run the pilot spotted vapor 
trails at 11 o'clock high. 


"I twisted around to look up 


and also tried to keep an eye be- 
hind. About the time we dropped 
the bombs and turned right off 
the target we began getting flak. 


jO'ne piece tore a two-foot hole 
'*in the left,wing. At the same 


time MIGs closed in. 


Shooting Begins 


•The bombardier, Lt Bill Ham- 


mond, of Oklahoma, got one with 
the lower forward guns. Four 
more came in from the right, and 
the right gunner, Pfc Harry Ruch, 
of Pennsylvania got one of them. 


"We were flying the lead plane 


and both our wingmen reported 
trouble with their bomb bay doors 
—couidn't close them—so we slow- 
ed down to keep together. 


"Everybody was shooting. Two 


MIGs came in together across 
from, 3 to 6 o'clock and I laid 
down a barrage fire ahead of them 
and figured they'd run into it. 
They did. The first .one dropped 
like a brick and the second one 
went right behind him. 


"I watched them all the way 


down and they exploded when they 
hit the ground. Neither pilot bailed 
out. , 


"Another MIG made a. pass 


from above and I poured it on 
him and hit him. Two others in 
the crew saw him smoking." 


"There were lots of MIGs in 


the sky about 40 of them were 
after us. The 84s had the rest of 
them. They had red noses and 
tails, but no yellow helmets like 
on May 31 when I got my first 
one." 


Goff joined the air force Dec. 


14, 1948. 


"I went down to join the navy 


because I don't like to wear neck- 
ties," he said. "But the place was 
closed, so I joined the air force." 
He landed in Japan May 15. The 
same day he went to Cadena Field, 
Okinawa.

Prevention Is Best Known 
Undulant Fever Treatment 


A lady writes that she has un- 


dulant fever and wants to know 
whether she got this infection 
rom pasteurized rnilk or on the 
farm about ten years ago. The 
answer is easy: pasteurization of 
milk destroys the germs which 
cause undulant fever or brucello- 
sis, and is one of the best methods 
of controlling the spread of this 
infection. If she suspects acquir- 
ing the infection on the farm ten 
years ago, she is probably right 


Undulant fever, which is one 


form of brucellosis, is a serious 
health problem throughout much 
of the world. No one knows ex- 
actly how many cases there are in 
the United States because not all 
are reported to health authorities 
and undoubtedly many are not 
diagnosed at all. 


In the typical acute attack, a 


chilly feeling, fever, loss of weight 
headaches and pains in the mus- 
cles and sweating are common. 
Sometimes a rash on the skin is 
present. The fever goes up and 
down in a wave-like manner and 
ihis is what has given the disease 
:he name of undulant fever. 


The disease is not always typi- 


cal. In the chronic long-lasting 
variety, the symptoms may be 


few, 
may not be present all the 


time, or may resemble some other 
disease. 


Animals, especially sheep, goats, 


cattle, and hogs, are often infected 
with brucellosis. Infections of hu- 
man beings can come from drink- 
ing milk from infected animals in 
which the germs have not been 
destroyed by pasteurization. 


Many infections have also come 


from contact -"with the meat-of 
slaughtered animals. . 
NO SURE DIAGNOSIS 


Unfortunately 
there 
is 
no 


thoroughly satisfactory way of 
making a diagnosis. Symptoms 
help when they are characteristic. 
Skin tests are also helpful in some 
cases and a blood test has been 
considered useful in others. There 
is, however, a need for better and 
more accurate tests that are not 
available. 


Many treatments are now in 


use. Some of them involve the 
sulfa drugs, relatives of penicillin 
or combinations of these. The re- 
sults of treatment, however, are 
not always entirely satisfactory so 
that prevention is highly impor- 
tant. Undulant fever is a good 
disease to avoid.

WESTBROOK PEGLER 


Roosevelt Intended to Have Henry Wallace as 


Successor, Pegler Says 


(Copyright, IWl. King Feature* Syndicate, lac.) 


NEW YORK—It seems hard to believe that, reckless and cyni- 


cal as he was, Franklin D. Roosevelt could have Intended to -re-elect 
Henry Wallace vice president in 1844 for the term which eventually 
went to Harry Truman. But Jesse Jones tells us now that he did 
and goes on to show us what a really dangerous man Wallace waa 
in one of the most valuable historical books of 
the entire shelf of memoirs of the terrible mad- 
ness, entitled "Fifty Billion Dollars." This is the 
story of Jones' administration in the RFC. 


The people are now adjusted to the proposition 


that Wallace was a queer fellow but have not, I 
believe, permitted themselves to realize the peril 
which he presented during the four years when 
only a heart-beat separated him from the presi- 
dency. 
I have tried to correct the impression 


that Wallace is a "my_stic," a harmless, star-gaz- 
ing fool with an undeniable knack for breeding 
an Irish potato to a" Swedish turnip and producing a striped straw- 
berry. Tricky and underhanded he is, instead, as he showed in his 
betrayal of three of his own subordinates in the department of ag«^ 
culture who got in the way of Nicholas Roerich, Henry's Guru, on 
an expedition to gather Mongolian grass seed to tie down the soil 
in the dust-bowl. But I am afraid I have not succeeded whereas I 
believe that Jesse Jones has. 


Jones writes that he was the one who stopped Henry's clock 


and made it impossible for him to be elected for a second vice presi- 
dential term and, as it turned out, to succeed Roosevelt in April, 
1945. Truman has been bad, but Wallace probably would have been 
fatal to the United States, 


He says Roosevelt created the worse-than-worthless board of 


economic warfare in July, 1941 "to provide Wallace with important 
war work so that he would remain the logical successor to the 
presidency." 
The BEW gave Wallace, and anyone Wallace saw fit 


to appoint, authority to duplicate the purchase and accumulation of 
critical and strategic stuff oil over the world, all duplicating work 
being done already by the RFC- Roosevelt told Jones that, Wallace 
had been at him to give him auch an agency with such powers and 
agreed with Jesse that there was no need for it. However, FDR 
finally gave in, not for any purpose of promoting the "war effort" 
but to give Wallace importance and publicity, and the ironic upshot 
of it all was that Henry made such a lurid ass of himself that even 
Roosevelt had to give up on him at the ensuing Democratic 
tion. That js how we got Truman instead. 


Wallace had a "cabinet" of his 


own in BEW so he "could sit in 
a big chair once a week and 
'play like' he was already presi- 
dent, grooming himself to occupy 
the White' House," Jones writes. 
"Wallace wanted to be president 
so badly that, with the coopera- 
tion of his friend, Mr. Roosevelt, 
he dug his own political grave." 


Without consulting Jones,; Hull, 


Morgenthau and the other cabinet 
members, who were "directors" 
of his BEW, Wallace "appointed 
his Man Friday, .Milo Perkins, a 
former bag salesman and self-or- 
dained cultist 'priest' from Texas, 
as his executive director." 
Per- 


kins, quietly notorious for years, 
in Washington, was the genius 
who had hatched a scheme to get 
rid 
of 
surplus 
products 
"by 


"handing a buyer two bushels 
eath time he bought one, for the 
price of one." 


"Long before Wallace's concern 


with curious cults became known, 
Perkins had ordained himself or 
otherwise 
become 
'priest 
in 


charge' of what he called a parish 
in the 'Liberal Catholic Church of 
the United States,'" says Jones. 
"As such, it was supposed to be 
his habit in Houston over a pe- 
riod of years to don his 'religious' 
robes Sunday mornings and climb 
up to the windowless attic of his 
home and conduct, services. He 
named his home the 'Church of 
St. Raphael the Ark (correct) 
Angel' and persuaded the author- 
ities that his homestead belonged 
to the church and was used for 
church purposes, though 1929 to 
1934, inclusive, he spared 
his 


purse the trouble of paying taxes 
on his home. In addition to Per- 
kins, Wallace appointed as as- 
sistant directors of BEW one Hec- 
tor Lazio and a Mister Morris 
Rosenthal, both extra smart, of 
the Wallace type, as general coun- 
sel, he selected Monroe Oppenhei- 


3,000 men and women, scores of 
whom traveled all over the world, 
having the time of their lives, try- 
ing to duplicate work already- be- 
ing efficiently done by RFC's war- 
time subsidiaries." 


Wallace, Perkins, Lazio, Rosen- 


thai and Oppenheimer burned be- 
cause Jones ignored orders frorn 
Roosevelt to pay out money on 
orders from the BEW, so Henry 
sent a statement to a senate com- 
mittee requesting direct appro- 
priations. Congress turned him 
down but "they did get $12 mil- 
lion in 1942 for salaries and ex- 
penses 
w h i c h 
they 
lavishly 


wasted." 


Wallace saw hia chance when 


Roosevelt 
went to Casablanca. 


He issued an order trying to usurp^ 
all the powers of the RFC as to ' 
war materials, things were com- 
ing to a climax and Jones finally 
called Henry a liar in a meeting 
with Jimmy Byrnes, intended to 
compose their troubles- 
He told 


Wallace, that as a praying man, 
he ought to ask God to stop his 
lying. 


In July, 1942, Roosevelt relieved 


the RFC of all responsibilities in 
foreign 
economic matters 
but 


wiped out Bubblehead's board and,^ 
Jones says, "the country got the 
point." I am not sur$ the coun- 
try has got the point yet. 


"The controversy wrecked the 


political career which the presi- 
dent was carving out for Wallace. 
He continued to groom Wallace to 
be his running mate again in 
1944," but Bob Hannegan, Ed 
Kelly, Frank Hague and others 
-told him he couldn't cram Bubble- 
head down the delegates' throats * 
and Roosevelt agreed to accept 
either 
Truman 
or William O.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Melding Ride Is Very Important

Many canasta players still have 


trouble with the rule 'about mak- 
ing two melds in the same rank. 
Perhaps the difficulty is that the 
rule goes one way in Canasta 
and the opposite way in Samba 
(three-pack Canasta). 


Let's take Canasta first You're 


not allowed to make two melds in 
the same rank. For example, you 
may not put down a meld of three 
kings and then another meld of 
three kings. If you do so by mis- 
take, the two melds must be joined 
together. 


Sometime's there's a real rhu- 


barb over this type of meld. A 
player needs 120 points for his 
first meld and tries to put down 
K-K-2-2 and another meld of 
K-K-2-2. He is told that this meld 
is impossible and that he must 
join the two melds. 


Then he discovers that the 


melds cannot be joined because 
they would then form a canasta 
with more than three wild cards. 
It seems that there's nothing left 
for the poor player to do but to 
climb up to the roof and jump off. 


Actually there's a less drastic 


solution. The player may put down 
some natural pair to accompany 
one of the deuces. If he cannot 
do that, he must pick up the 
whole meld u 
an insufficient I 


meld. In that case, his side needs 
130 points for its initial meld. 


Another p r o b l e m sometimes 


comes up in this connection. You 
meld four kings and three wild 
cards, making a canasta. Later 
on in the same hand you acquire 
the other four kings and three 
more wild cards. Cany ou make 
a second canasta of kings? No. 
You may add the kings to your 
canasta, but you must find some 
other way to make use of your 
three wild cards. 


The rule is exactly the opposite 


at Samba. Since that game is 
played with three decks (and six 
jokers), you have twelve cards; in 
each rank. You are allowed to 
make more than one meld'in the 
same rank in this three-pack 
game. 


Mind you, even in Samba you 


wouldn't put down two separate 
three-card or four-card melds of 
the same rank. That would just be 
silly. However, once you have 
completed a canasts in Samba, 
you may start a new meld in that 
rank; and you may even complete 
a second canasta.

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Ouch! Those New Taxes Have 
Arrived; to Begin Thursday 


By JOE HALL 


WASHINGTON—(A P)—Indivi- 


dual income taxes go up Thursday. 
So do the excise, or sales, taxes 
on gasoline, cigarets, liquor and a 
long list of luxuries, semi-luxuries 
and necessities. 


The rises are part of a $5,691,- 


000.000 tax bill passed by congress 
earlier this iscr.th President Tru- 
man had asked rises of nearly 
twice that much because of high- 
er spending for the mobilization 
program. 


The personal income tax boost 


—amounting to about 11% per 
cent for the average taxpayer— 
will raise the most new money, 
$2,280,000,000 a year. 


Every salary and wage earner 


will feel it in his first pay check 
in November. 


Corporations Pay Share 


Corporations contribute the sec- 


ond largest slice of new revenue, 
$2,207,000,000 a year. But most 
of them will not actually pay this 
until next year when they send in 
their 1951 taxes. The increase on 
them was made retroactive to last 
April 1. 


It Is the excise tax increase 


which most consumers will meet 
up with first. This takes effect 
Thursday. 


Here are some excise tax in- 


creases and changes: 


Liquor—Will go from $9.00 to 


$10.50 a gallon. This boost figures 
out to about 26 cents a fifth on 
ordinary type whisky. 


Beer—From $8.00 to $9.00 a 


barrel. This amounts to about 
one-third of a cent on a 12-ounce 
bottle. 


Wine—Increases ranging from 


14 to 24 per cent on most types. 


Cigarets—From seven to eight 


cents on the ordinary pack of 20. 


Gasoline—From one and one- 


half to two cents a gallon. 


Automobiles and Motorcycles— 


From seven to 10 per cent of the 
manufacturer's prices. 


New Taxed Items

The tax does not apply to legal 


pari-mutuel operations," "social" 
or "friendly" games of chance, 
church bingo games or office foot- 
ball pools. 


The law makes two calls on all 


professional gamblers: 


1. They must register and bay 


a $50 occupation, stamp, which 
must be posted prominently in 
their place of business. A gam- 
bler whose hat is his office can 
carry his stamp there. 


2. They must pay a 10 per cent 


tax on their gross take. That 
means 10 per cent, win or lose, 
of all money bet with them. 
Penalties range up to a year in 


prison, plus a $10,000 fine.

Egg Candling 
Law Will Be 
In Effect Soon 


SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — The 


new Illinois egg candling law will 
go into full scale operation in early 
December, a state agriculture de- 
partment official said today. 


The law requires candling of 


eggs and labeling as to grade and 
size when sold at retail. Candling 
is a method of examination to 
detect staleness and other defects. 


Harold A. Kaeser, superinten- 


dent of the agriculture depart- 
ment's division of markets, said 
rules and regulations for admin- 
istering the law are expected to be 
ready for distribution next week. 


After that, 30 days must elapse 


to make them effective. 


When the statute was approved 


by the legislature last June, law- 
makers left it up to the depart- 
ment to fix standards for grading 
and classification. The rules soon 
to be published will embody these 
standards. 


The law provides for state licen- 


sing of dealers in eggs at the 
wholesale and retail levels. The 
licensure priod bgins Nov. 1, and 
permits now are being Issued, 
Kaeser said. 


The expressed purpose of the 


act is to prevent sale of eggs that 
are unfit for human consumption.

Ten 
food companies show a combined 
drop of 44 per cent in spite of 
record high sales. They blame 
taxes and rising operational costs, 
as well as price ceilings. 


Steel as a group dropped 34 


per cent. Tobacco was of 37 per 
cent, coal 34 per cent, building 
materials 33 per cent, and ma- 
chinery 25 per cent.

To Race Firms 


CHICAGO—(AP)—Western Un- 


ion Telegraph Co. said yesterday 
it will pull out service lines to 
three Chicago area firms provid- 
ing race results to bookmakers. 


John Neal Campbell, Western 


Union attorney, said he told John 
S. Boyle, Cook county state's at- 
torney, that the service would be 
shut down by tomorrow. 


Will Throttle Handbooks 


Boyle had earlier asked the 


company to halt the service to 
three firms, noting that such ac- 
tion "should virtually paralyze the 
type of handbooks serviced by 
these firms." 


The three services named by 


Boyle are the R and H Publishing 
company, the 
Midwest 
Sports 


News, and the Condensed Sports 
News, an affiliate of R and H. 


Peter Kuh, an assistant state's 


attorney, said the three firms had 
been getting either Western Un- 
ion's voice circuit or ticker service 
or both. 


Free Indictments 


The voice circuits, over which 


race results are transmitted by 
voice through a loudspeaker, com- 
prise one of two principal chan- 
nels by which gambling syndicates 
and racing news firms flash race 
results to bookies. The other 
means is by ticker. 


Western Union, three race news 


publishers and 17 individuals were 
named last week in seven indict- 
ments charging conspiracy to vio- 
late gambling laws.
